- Thirty people sentenced to donate a 
total of 3,000 hours of work to agencies 
of their choice have had problems 
working off their sentences. 


. Tlie people—arrested in the August 


county-wide drug bust and sentenced in 


: Charlevoix County Circuit Court—have 


encountered rebuffs in their offers of 
free labor. : 

-In East Jordan, city superintendent 
.Mike Dionne began a search for 
answers nearly two months ago when 
one offender brought his difficulties to a 
city council meeting. 

Dionne said the circuit court has no 
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program yet. ‘No guidelines set up:”’ 

By contrast, he explained, the district 
court does have arrangements. One of 
the hang-ups most often mentioned by 
agencies—insurance coverage—is ap- 
parently taken care of by the court. 

Dionne said he was. told the district 
court has its own insurance programs to 
cover the problem if a volunteer was 
hurt on the job. 

He said the court's guidelines say 
that having the volunteer’s service does 
not entitle the agency to be involved as 
an employer. 

Dionne is enthusiastic about the work 
service idea. ‘‘We’re very pleased with 


the activities we have scheduled now,”’ 
he said, and added they were looking 
forward to having another volunteer. 

He said, ‘Instead of putting people 
(in jail) where it’s a burden to the 
taxpayers, the taxpayers benefit, the 
worker benefits, and we derive a dit, 
too, over the cost of supervision.’ 

“At the Sheriff's Department, Corrine 
Russell, jail administrator, said it costs 
around $36 a day to keep someone in 
jail. Of course, the figure would vary 
quite-a bit, she said, depending on how 
many were in jai] at a time. 

The jail holds a maximum of 25 
people, she said. 


The idea of work service sentencing 
as an alternative to a jail sentence when 
a fine cannot be paid originated with 
Sheriff George Lasater. 


Lasater. said about eight years ago, 


when he was a probation officer, he 


. initiated the program, although at that 


time it had another name. 

The present district court probation 
officer, Laurie Howell, said she tries to 
link the person with a work service 


sentence to a volunteer job in that - 


person’s community. 

They don’t have to work, she said. 
The choice is theirs. But, afterwards, 
she said, ‘‘they usually feel good about 


it as opposed to sitting in jail.” 

Offenders have been allowed $10 a 
day on working off their fines, but the 
scale is being adjusted to the minimum 
wage level. 

Howell said one church and the 
Humane Society have agreed to use the 
volunteer labor. She would welcome any 
community agency’s call, she said. 

Volunteers doing work service, she 
added, are screened by her office for 
suitability for the volunteer work. 

While the district court offers the 
choice between work or jail when fines 
can't be paid, the circuit court sen- 
tences were different. 
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Sentenced to work, but jobs are hard to find 


The. work ,service sentences were ' 
stipulated. They were not given in place 
of fines. 

In. addition, the circuit court, as 
Dionne said, has. not yet provided: 
guidelines. - 

For example, Dionne. said the district 
court program requires anyone doing a 
work service sentence inadequately 
must finish the sentence in jail. 

While reports have circulated that . 
people with work service sentences 
from the drug bust were being ac- 
cepted for volunteer jobs with the 
Charlevoix Social Services Department,

110 ‘new’ jobs at UT, 
jobless rate at 24.7% 


Charlevoix County’s unemployment 
rate slid up to 24.7 percent in 
January, according to figures from 
the Michigan Employment Security 
Commission. 

There has been some good news on 
the local labor front, though, as 
United Technologies Automotive 
Group has recalled 70 laid off workers 
and plans to hire 40 more. 

The rehired workers — who were laid 
off at Christmas time — will not show 
up in MESC reports until the March 
figures are released, since they have 
returned to work since the end’ of 
February. 

The county's jobless rate was 21.4 
percent in December. January 
numbers were released this week; 
February figures are expected in 
about 10 days. 

The statewide jobless rate for 
‘January was 16.1 perceht, up one- 
tenth of a percent from December. 
The national rate was 8.5 in January 
and 8.8 in February. 

There were 2,250 people out of work 
in Charlevoix County during January, 
out of a work force of 9,125. In 
December there were 1,875 off work in 
a labor force of 8,775. 

Presque Isle County in the nor- 
theastern corner of the lower 
peninsula had the highest rate — 36.4 
percent — during January. 

Emmet County's January rate was 


19.3 percent while Antrim’s was 26.6 
percent. . 

Although the state jobless rate is not 
quite at a record percentage, the total 
number of unemployed people hit a 
new high in February. 

There were 684,000 people out of 
work in the state during that month, 
MESC figures showed. That was up 
7,000 from January. (State figures are 
compiled differently than local ones 
and are released about a month 
earlier.) 

The state's highest jobless rate was 
16.7 percent in 1958. 

The Upper Peninsula was the only 
one of the state's 13 major labor 
market areas that had a drop in 
unemployment during January. The 
rate in the UP fell from 17.0 percent in 
December to 16.2 in January. 

The highest rate in a major market 
area (the areas around big cities and 
the UP) was Flint, where the rate was 
21.8 percent in January. 

The increased workforce at UTAG 
was attributed to a boost in demand 
for automotive parts the plant 
manufactures. 

Dimmer switches, turn signals and 
other electro-mechanical parts are 
made at the Boyne City facility. 

The plant has 283 full-time workers.’ - 
With the 40 additional workers, it will 
be near its maximum employment 
level.

A campaign by the Save Our State 
committee has gathered over 25 percent 
of the signatures needed to place a 
welfare limitation proposal on the ballot 
Nov, 2. 


The proposal seeks to hold payments 
for Aid to Dependent Children and 
General Assistance in Michigan to the 
average for similar programs in the five 


*. states closest to Our borders. According 


to SOS, this could save the state at least 


$200 million, or about the amount the 
governor wants to cut from the budget. 

Michigan is the third highest paying 
state in America, according to John G. 
Cross, University of Michigan econo- 
mist who said the state was paying 52 
percent above the national average for 
welfare benefits. And this was before 
our current unemployment crunch. The 
figure was from 1979. 

According to figures released in 
January by Goy. Milliken’s office, 
Social Services will account for 35 
percent of the total state spending in the 
proposed 1983 budget. On the other 
hand, state funding for all levels of 
education will account for only 27.7

Our lame-duck governor is 
proposing to cut $166.9 million from 
colleges and universities in order to 
help control the budget. 

State Sen. Harry Gast of St. Joseph 
commented that ‘‘We’ve got to get our 
house in order. Our investment in our 
children’s future is being threatened by 
our state’s growing welfare system.’’ 

He added, ‘‘This proposal only asks 
that taxpayers get treated with the same

They seem to 
think the drive is gathering momentum 
as tax notices and tax deadlines are 
making taxpayers more aware of the 
costs of government.

Boyne to buy 
new fire truck 


Boyne City is going to buy a new fire 
* Ick. 

~ut it probably will be close to a year 
before the city gets it. And the city 


- commission hasn't decided yet how to 


pay for it. 

Approval to seek bids from com- 
panies that make fire trucks was 
given by the city commission during a 
budget review session on Thursday, 
March 18. 

The truck could cost as much as 
$75,000, city manager Tim Clifton 
estimates. 

There is no money in the proposed 
budget to buy a fire truck — but there 
is $10,000 for purchase of new hoses. 

Two methods of paying for the truck 
were discussed, but no decision was 
made. 

One method would be financing it 
through a bank or other loan in- 
stitution. The main drawback to this, 
Clifton said, was that the city could 
end up paying twice the cost of the 
truck because of high interest rates. 
The second method would be to 
increase city taxes for a year to raise 
the money. The tax rate would have 
to be boosted by three mills ($3 per 
each $1,000 of assessed valuation of 
property). 

The proposed budget has the same 
tax rate as the 1981-82 budget — 
18.05 mills. Of that 16.22 is for 
operating expenses; the rest is to pay 
off bonds used for purchase of the city 


* hall and for sewer line construction. 


The city has a limit of 20 mills for 
operations that can be levied without 
a vote of the residents. A three-mill 
fire truck hike would remain within 
that 20-mill limit. 


allow the administration to proceed 


with pre-purchase work. (Steve 
Moody was absent.) 
The fire department wants to 


purchase a combination tanker- 
pumper to replace a 1965 tanker with 

a pump that broke down three times 
last year. 

The new truck would have a 1,000- 
gallon per minute pump and 1,250- 
gallon tank. The old one has a 350- 
gallon per minute pump and a 1,000- 
gallon tank. 

The city would be buying 1,000 feet 
of five-inch hose but the rest of the 
equipment on the old unit would be 
put on the new one. 

Having the new truck would aid 
firefighters one of whom told 
commissioners he did not trust the old 
pump to keep working while he was 
inside a burning building — and 
would help lower the city insurance 


rating. 
Chief Butch Erber said’ “the city now 
has a ‘high 7"' rating (1 is best and 10 


is worst on the rating scale).
